The court, which had affirmed 
the conviction in an opinion last 
July 25, remanded the case for 
another trial in its new opinion, 
holding that testimony given at 
the trial by Chief of Detectives 
John H. Carroll of St. Louis, con- 
cerning his questioning of Dowl- 
ing, should not have been admit- 
ted and — reversible 
error. 

Dowling was —5 by a Cir- 
cuit Court jury at Clayton in 
March, 1940, and is now held at 
the State Penitentiary here. He 
has served 16 months of his sen- 
tence, having been received at the 
prison May 29, 1940. 

Court’s Opinion. 

The main point of Carroll's tes- 
timony on which the. conviction 
was reversed was that Dowling, 
who had been a fugitive for more 
than a year after the attempted 
murder of Baker, refused to tell 
the Chief of Detectives where he 
had been hiding out. Carroll. tes- 
tified*that- Dowling told him “he 
wasn’t going to say anything until 
he had seen an attorney.” 

The opinion, written by Judge 
George Robb Ellison and con- 
curred in by Judges Ernest M. 
Tipton and C. A. Leedy Jr., the 
other Judges of the division, held 
that Dowling was exercising Ms 
constitutional right and that the 
testimony was inadmissible be- 
cause Dowling’s refusal to talk 
might have been damaging in the 
minds of the jurors. 

The court asserted the question 
of the admissibility of Carroll's 
testimony had “given us some con- 
cern.” It explained that its the- 
ory in first affirming the convic- 
tion was that Dowling merely had 
claimed his constitutional right in 
his statement to Carroll, and that 
while the testimony should not 
have. been offered, it was not in- 
criminating and therefore the er- 
ror was not reversible. 

“But appellant (Dowling) has 
filed a vigorous motion for re- 
hearing,” the opinion declared,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25 (AP). — 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau announced today that Treas- 
ury experts had begun drafting a 
proposed bill to limit corporation 
profits to 6 per cent. 

Following up his recommenda- 
tion for such a limit before a con- 
gressional committee, he told a 
press conference that he set his 
aids to work this morning putting 
the idea into legal language for 


presentation to Congress. 

“We have started drafting this 
proposal and will be ready when- 
ever Congress wants to get to 
work on it,” he said. 

Morgenthau indicated, however, 
that he preferred to present the 
idea as a tax bill before the House 
Ways and Means Committee rather 
than as a rider to the price control 
legislation being considered by the 
House Banking Committee. He ¢x- 
pr 14@e for the first time 
in testifying on the price bill. 


Fair Bill Is Aim, He Says. 

The drafting task of his experts, 
Morgenthau said; is to surround 
the idea of a 6 per cent limit on 
corporation profits with other. pro- 
visions to make the proposed law 
as fair. as possible to different 
kinds of business firms, 

Sweeping aside questions as to 
whether. some inequalities might 
not remain despite these efforts, 
Morgenthau said: “We are going 
to. try to make it as fair as pos- 
sible, but of course, somebody is 
going to get hurt. 

“We can’t continue to live the 
way we are and be the arsenal of 
democracy. 

“For some time, I have been 
wanting to say that we ought to 
remove what I call the profit mo- 
tive in war or national defense, 
and I think the way to remove the 
profit motive from war or national 
defense is to make it unprofitable. 

“Complacency” of Country. 

“One reason I made this sugges- 
tion at this: time was that I felt 
that the complacency of the coun- 
try called for some kindof state- 
ment from me. 

“We all have got a big job to 
do for national defense and we are 
asking a lot of people to make sac- 
rifices, especially those whom we 
are asking to leave their business 
and homes to go into the army and 
navy at $1 a day. 


“If we ask them to do that, I 


think everybody else ought to be 
willing to do as much.” 

Asked whether the President 
had indorsed the idea, Morgen- 
thau reminded reporters that he 
never answers such questions.

Declaring that the act was “in 
direct confict with our freedom-of- 
the-seas policy,” McKellar told his 
colleagues the law ought to be re- 
pealed outright. He has been @ 
consistent supporter of the admin- 
istration’s foreign policy, but there 
was no immediate indication 
whether he introduced the resolu- 
tion with the knowledge of Senate 
leaders. 

President Roosevelt said Tues 
day that revision or repeal of the 
act was beinj studied, indicating 
that action might be forthcoming 
next week. He also indicated.he 
intended to ask Congress to re- 
move the bar on arming ships, but 
inofrmed sources think his mes- 
nee may go much farther than 

t. 

McKellar said he thought that 
whilé the law was on the statute 
books, the Government was “pay- 
ing virtually no attention to it” 
and for that reason it ought to be 
repealed. 

Taft Expects Bitter Fight. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, ex- 
pressed belief that repeal of the 
act would be “equivalent to a decla- 
ration of war.” 

“At the very least,” he said to 
reporters, “it would grant the ad+ 
ministration authority to carry on 
an undeclared war.” 

Taft looks for a bitter struggié 
in the Senate against any repeal 
attempt and said he and other op 
ponents of the administration's 
foreign policy would fight vigor- 
ously. 

However, Representative Wadé- 


‘worth (Rep.), New York, thought 
the House was ready to repeal or 


modify the law, and he voiced the 
hope that it would be “wiped off 
the statute books.”: 

“In all our history,” he said, “we 
fought for the right to sail the 
seven seas at will. In the Neutral 
ity Act we surrendered that right; 
That always seemed to me morally 
wrong.” 

Senator Schwartz (Dem.), Wyo- 
ming, announced he was “very 
much in favor of arming our mer- 
chant ships”—something which the 
Neutrality Act forbids. 

“Shell of Empty Statute.” 

In House Representative 
Woodruff (Rep,), Michigan, said 
the President was going ‘to “give 
Congress an opportunity to agree 
with President Roosevelt that the 
act should be repealed.” 

The law, Woodruff said, “is the 
merest shell of an empty statute 
which the Government doesn’t in*« 
tend to enforce.” 

“Every informed member of 
Congress,” he continued, “and 
every informed observer in Wash- 
ington, knows that President 
Roosevelt has not left a vestigé 
of the Neutrality Act unviolated 
n spirit, if not in letter. Judging 
by Mr. Rooseveit’s past perform- 
ance, it would matter little to 
him whether the Congress did or 
did not modify or repeal the ragged

Physicians said 
he would recover, but. may lose 
the sight of his eye. 

Joseph Licavoli, 72-year-old la- 
borer, who ‘was sitting in front of 
his home at 2310 Mullanphy 
street, was struck in the right 
shoulder by shotgun pellets. He 
was treated at City Hospital and 
sent home. 

Turner’s Story. 

Elmer Turner told police he 
went to the Marsala home at 2411 
Elliot avenue yesterday afternoon 
to take some clothing to his wife, 
Joy, who had left him, and to 
their eight-month-old baby. Mar- 
sala’s mother told Turner to leave 
the clothing at his father’s home. 

Turner said he was waiting at 
hig father’s home when Marsala 
came for the clothing about 4 
o'clock. They quarreled over Mar- 
sala’s attention to his wife, Turner 
related, and Marsala drove away. 

He returned 10 minutes later 
with two other men in his auto- 
mobile and shouted, “We're ready 
for you; come on out,” Turner said. 
When Marsala started to get out 
of the car, Turner said he fired 
once with the shotgun. 

The other two helped Marsala 
back into the machine and drove

off, Turner said. Turner’s father 
tried to fire at the automobile with 
a rifle, but it jammed. 

Turner’s father and stepmother 
gave the same account of the shoot- 
ing.

Marsala’s brother, Thomas, said 
Frank came home after the first 
argument and picked up Thomas 
and a friend, Jasper Ferrara, 1419

went back to “get even” with Turn- 
er. 
After Frank Marsala was wound- 
ed his brother helped him back 
into the automobile and drove to 
Eleventh street and Cass avenue, 
where they surrendered to.a police- 
man. 

Ferrara and both Marsalas said 
they were unable to identify Turn- 
er as the man who fired the shot.

Gen. Hershey Announces Tentative 
War Department Plan for 
Inducting Selectees. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 24 (AP). — 
Brig. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, na- 
tional Selective Service director, 
said in an interview today that ten- 
tative War Department plans called 
for the induction of 600,000 more 
men into the army by next June 30, 

In Washington, army . officials 
said that no marked increase in 
the strength of the land forces 
was contemplated. The 600,000 
mentioned by Hershey, army of- 
ficials said, would approximately 
take care of several new triangu- 
ular and armored divisions now 
planned. However, the bulk 
would be merely replacements for 
men to be discharged under the 
recently adopted policy of releas- 
ing men-as rapidly as their train- 
ing can be completed. 

Authoritative sources 
stated that the army is expected 
to stabilize at about 1,750,000 men,

Reciting further charges by

Nye, who is co-author with Sen- 
ator Bennett Champ Clark (Dem.), 
Missouri, of a resolution pending 
before the subcommittee for a for- 
mal inquiry into propaganda, was 
quoted by Harrison as saying in an 
interview with the advertising 
man; 

“Anyone who truly appreciates 
the one great democracy upon this 
earth will appreciate this. picture 
and feel a new allegiance to the 
democratic cause.”

“Certainly it is not in the public 
interest for the average citizen to 
shut his eyes—ostrich like—to the 
attempts of Hitler to undermine 
the unity of those he seeks to con- 
quer. : 

“The experience of Norway and 
its Quislings and the sad fate of 
too many other countries is too 
recent not to be in our memories. 
And we certainly have no apol- 
ogy for producing ‘Confessions of 
a Nazi Spy.’” 

Attitude No Secret. 

Warner began his testimony by 
reading a long statement in which 
he said that he had received: no 
suggestions from the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration as to the type of pic- 
tures Warner Brothers should pro- 
duce, | 

He said, however, that he made 
no secret of his anti-Nazi attitude. 

While opposed to Nazism, War- 
ner denied that any pictures pro- 
duced by his company were propa- 
ganda. 

He said Nye had said the picture 
“Sergeant York” was designed to 
create war hysteria and noted that 
Senator Bennett Clark “has added 
‘Confessions of a Nazi Spy’ to the 
isolationist blacklist.” 

“Picture of a Hero.” 

“Sergeant York,” Warner testi- 
fied, is a “factual portrayal of the 
life of one of the greatest heroes 
of the last war,” adding that “if 
this is propaganda, we plead 
guilty.” 

He said that all of the Warner 
pictures against which propaganda 
complaints had been .made, includ- 
ing “Underground,” had been prof- 
itable. Previous witnesses had said 
the alleged propaganda films lost 
money. | 

Wendell L. Willkie, counsel for

BIDS ON CITY SUPPLIES SHOW 
SHARP RISE IN FOOD PRICES 


Increases Noted on 66 Pct. of 118 
Items, Some Ranging as High 
as 50 Pct. 


Increases in food prices in the 
last three months ranging as high 
as 50 per cent were shown in the 
bids for supplying city institutions 
in the period from Oct. 16 to Jan. 
15, Supply Commissioner William

increased on 60 per cent of the 
118 items on which bids were re- 
ceived, he said. 

Among the largest percentage 
increases were those of evaporated 
apples, which went from 7.87 cents 
a pound to 11.7 cents, and evap- 
orated milk, from 75 cents a doz- 
en cans to 88 cents.

$4.49 a barrel to $5; lima beans, 
7.2 cents a pound to 8.45 cents;

It is the interven- 
tionists who have done this. 
“America First, on the other 
hand, has invited men and women 
of every race, religion and nation- 
al origin to join this committee, 
provided only that they are patri- 
otic citizens who put the interest 
of their country ahead of any

“At least 80 per cent of the 
American people oppose our entry 
into the war. The America First 
Committee has supplied to these 
millions of citizens a leadership 
which has thus far helped to avert 
disaster.

cision supporting our ruling on the 
first answer.” The decision cited 
is in a Pennsylvania case. 

“But the law is otherwise in 
this and many other states,” the 
court continued. “Silence of the 
accused when not under arrest 
may be shown. After arrest or 
while in custody the evidence is 
inadmissible because he is under 
no duty to speak.” 

The opinion held that the con- 
stitutional rights of persons ac- 
cused of crime apply to proceed- 
ings prior to trial as well as at the 
trial, and declared: “Obviously 
these. provisions cannot be indi- 
rectly violated at the trial by 
showing that the defendant had 
theretofore been subjected to in- 
terrogation and stood on his con- 
stitutional rights.”

gotiations in Washington 


Aim at Peace. 


TOKYO, Sept. 25 (AP).—Japa- 
mese conyersations with the Unit- 
ed States are compatible with the 
spirit of the Tripartite Alliance, 


Saburo Kurusu, Japan’s Ambassa- 
dor in Berlin when the pact was 
signed, declared in an interview 
published today. 

The Berlin-Rome-Tokyo pact 
will be a year old Saturday. 

Kurusu, interviewed by. the 
Japanese press at the Foreign Of- 
fice, said the alliance aimed fun- 
damentally at peace and only sec- 
ondarily at establishment of a new 
world order, hence the talks be- 
tween President Roosevelt and Ad- 
miral Kichisaburo Nomura, Japa- 
nese Ambassador, were - harmony. 

“Japan and America 4re respon- 
gible for the maintenance of peace 
in the Pacific,” Kurusu declared. 
“Therefore, they are responsible 
for the maintenance of-world civili- 
zation.” 

The Japanese postoffice began 
today to accept mail for dispatch 
to the United States on a Japanese 
vessel which authorities said would 
leave next week.

In a brief “pep talk” to the 6500 
construction workers on the day 
shift, who-.perched on nearby 
buildings or listened by means of 
the public address system, Gen. 
Somervell said: “This project is 
a grand accomplishment, and. I 
want to congratulate you.” 


“You have been discouraged be- 
cause the contractors failed to fur- 
nish you with plans,” he continued, 
“The delay arose because the work 
and the plans were started at the 
same time. But: we're over that 
hurdle now. 


“This nation of ours is in seri- 
ous danger of losing its fréedom, 
its democracy, its very independ- 
ence. This is no time for indi- 
vidual selfishness. The welfare 
of our country must take prece- 
dence over everything. 


Calls for Discipline, 


“We must maintain discipline in 
our ranks—a discipline based not 
on a forced goose-step inspired 
from above, but on the co-opera- 
tive will dictated by our hearts 
and our minds. We want no zom- 
bie labor over here.” 


Although Russia has suffered 
serious reverses recently, Gen. 
Somervell said, “the guts they 
have shown in the defense of their 
country justifies the belief that 
they will be able to hold out, even 
hurl the Nazis back, if we give 
them the arms with which to do 
it.” 

“Lead and steel are the only in- 
tellectual concepts that make an 
impression on the Hitler mental- 
ity,” he concluded. “The need for 
them is great. Other nations are 
looking to us for aid. Shall we 
let them down?” 

A shout of “No!” arose from the 
ranks of the workers. 


Church Addresses Men. 

John J. Church, secretary of the 
Building & Construction Trades 
Council, told the men they were 
getting a fair wage for a fair day’s 
work, and added, “Any man who 
shirks on the job or tries to pass 
the buck to someone else is a 
poor specimen of a union man as 
well as a poor citizen.”

ou know, not so many years 

ago, it wasn’t until the middle 

of October that the strong col- 
lege football teams in the United 
States got arqund to playing each 
other. 

Starting about the last week in 
September and for two or three 
more games in October, the im- 
portant schools prepared for their 


big games by running rough-siiod | 


over smaller or less fortunate col- 
leges and universities, compiling 
scores that look like the national 
debt—then. 

Then as larger 
built and the bonds had to be paid 
off and the crowds had to be at- 
tracted, the schools were forced 
to schedule opponents nearer their 
own calibre, 

Now the last week in September 
has any number of really big 
football games 

Take this week end for instance. 


On the program are games like. 


these: U. C. lL. A-Washington 
State; Clemson-V. M. I.; Kentucky- 
Virginia Tech; Indiana-Detroit; 
Louisiana State-Holy Cross; Mich- 
igan-Michigan State; Purdue-Van- 
derbilt; Notre Dame-Afizona; Ore- 
gon State-Southern California; 
Boston College-Tulané and Min- 
nesota-Washington. 


Ten years ago, a Nov. 1 card 
that carried that many big games 
would have been considered a good 
one. Now the big boys: get to- 
gether and let the little ones play 
among themselves. 

With the important games being 
on the program so early in the 
season, before the fan has been 
able to make himself a “line” on 
each team, the fellow who likes 
to toy with possible results of foot- 
ball gathes, finds himself up the 
creek. 


But with the Difference by Score 
System of ratings, he is able to 
know pretty much how these bat- 
tles should come out. 

Ranked. 


Based On the scores of all the 
games played by all the teams for 
the past seven years, the Differ- 
ence by Score ratings give a math- 
ematical rank to every college foot- 
ball team in the nation. 

By comparing the ratings, the 
prognosticator knows how a game 
ought to come out. 

Let’s take the example of the 
Minnesota - Washington game. 
Minnesota, ‘the top ranking team 
of the nation with a mark of 
100.1 should defeat Washington, 
93.2 by at least a touchdown, the 
difference between the ratings be- 
ing 6.9. 

Emphasizing the fact that early 
season opponents some times are 
well-matched are five games on 
this week’s card in which the 
score, difference is five points or 
less. One in fact, figures by less 
than a point. 

The University of California at 
Los Angeles has a 1.1 edge of 
Washington State and Oregon 
State has only .7 of a point edge 
over Southern California. Indiana 
figures only 2.4 ahead of Detroit; 
Baylor only 3.3 over Hardin Sim- 
mons and North Carolina State 
only 4.8 over Davidson. 

Although the ratings give these 
teams the edge, the human fac- 
tors in the games might make the 
lower ranking team the winner. 
The mental attitude of players has

Interpreting the

ALLIES’ POST-WAR 
By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
Of the Associated Press. 

NE of the great moments of 
0 the war was reached in an- 

cient St. James’s palace, Lon- 
don, yesterday when Britain and 
its allies—meeting in the spirit of 
the Roosevelt-Churchill Atlantic 
charter to which all pledged ad- 
herence—agreed to set up a great 
pool of food and other supplies 
for European rehabilitation ‘at the 
conflict’s end. 

The move savors of a new and 
kindlier international order. Quite 
understandable from the practical 
viewpoint was the fact that the 
Allies’ action in thus casting their 
bread on the waters was accom- 
panied by the hope that it would 
return quickly in the shape of 
support for their cause by all the 
peoples of the tortured Old World. 

Whatever the immediate reac- 
tion may be, Europe certainly is 
going to need that reservoir of 
food, and the supplies for econom- 
ic recovery. The finish of the 
war, unless it comes quickly, is 
going to see such widespread suf- 
fering and economic disorganiza- 
tion as the World War never pro- 
duced, bad as it was. 

The pity of it ig that thousands 
now alive will have perished of 
hunger, and of the diseases which 
accompany privation, before the 
post-war aid can reach them. 

It’s an ironic circumstance that 
Europe must pass through this 
trial before aid can be adminis- 
tered. The British blockade cuts 
off feod from the outside world; 
the widespread military operations 
are ravaging the grain fields of 
the Continent. 

From the humanitarian view- 
point the. question of post-war hid 
in the shape of food comes first. The 
experts tell us that provisions for 
economic revival will have to fol- 
low quickly, however, unless the 
world is to pass into a period of 
economic chaos which will make 
the last great depression look like 
a mole-hill at .the foot of a 
mountain. 

Ivan Maisky, Soviet Ambassador 
to Britain, told the London con- 
ference Russia subscribed to the 
Allied program and the Atlantic 
charter. He reminded the meeting 
that the pressing business is “cor- 
rect allocation of all economic re- 
sources and war supplies with a 
view to the early liberation of all’ 
the European peoples now op- 
pressed by Hitlerite. slavery.” 

Maisky may ‘well have had in 
mind the crucial battle of the 
Ukraine, where Marshal Semyon 
Budyonny is trying to stem the 
German rush toward the Caucasus. 
The old Cossack Cavalry leader 
and his men are having to sub- 
stitute courage for airplanes, 
tanks and other equipment, al- 
though British planes already are 
operating in Russia and it is re- 
ported today’ that English tanks 
may soon be fighting there. 

Whether there is time for the 
Allies to get aid to Budyonny soon 
enough to enable the Bolshevists 
to hold their present positions is 
extremely doubtful. A further re- 
tirement seems almost inevitable. 
However, if the Russians are to 
keep Hitler out of the Caucasus 
they must hold his armies along 
the line of the great Don River, 
which swings itself protectively 
across the entrance to this path- 
way southward to oil and the 
strategic positions of the Middle 
East, 

English newspapers already are 
speculating whether Britain may 
send troops through Iran (Persia) 
into the Caucasus to back the. 
Russians in this battle on which so 
much hinges. As the result of the 
British-Russian occupation of Per- 
sia, Britain presumably is in po- 
sition to give such military assist- 
ance if it seems desirable. 

The British have between 750,- 
000 and 1,000,000 troops in that 
part of the world, ready for action.

This was only our second day. 
out of Moscow, and for the first 
time we were within range of Ger- 
man guns. We visited divisional 
headquarters only three miles 
from the front. An unbelievable 
banquet was served us in the for- 
est while the guns of both sides 
beat a merry tattoo. But nothing 
hit close and our host, the com- 
manding officer, assured us that 
the front was “unusually quiet.” 
We did not even see a shell burst 
until late in the afternoon when 
we were making our way back to- 
ward the rear. Jerry apparently 
spotted our procession of cars 
crossing a rise. A projectile sent 
up a puff of dirt. in a plowed field 
100 yards off the road. 


Driving here from Viasma we 


‘passed through many miles of pic- 


turesque Russian countryside — 
countryside characteristic of that 
in which Stalin’s and Hitler’s ar- 
mies are now waging a struggle 
which may decide the fate of the 
world, It is gently undulating 
landscape as far as the eye can 
see in all directions, without moun- 
taing or jarring prominences of 
any kind. Mostly it is open land 
devoted to the cultivation of pota- 
toes, closer, wheat and flax, but 
through it all runs a lacework of 
evergreen groves and forests—a re- 
minder that this is the no-man’s 
land between the great northern 
forests and the treeless southern 


steppes. | 

Studding the countryside are the 
villages—groups of small unpaint- 
ed log cabins, each the site of a 
collective farm, And almost every 
village has its church, often than 
not shuttered and abandoned, but 
still the most conspicuous feature 
of the landscape, with its steeple 
standing out against the horizon. 

For hours today we traveled 
through this picturebook land of 
green woods, brown fields and log 
villages, I was contemplating one 
of these peaceful towns about half 
a mile away from the road when 
suddenly a weird thing happened. 
Spurts of flame and smoke began 
leaping from a little cluster of log 
houses, and in a moment the whole 
village was submerged in a great 
pillar of smoke, dust and debris. 

It was just like that. One min- 
ute a village lay there swathed in 
sunshine about as far removed 
from war as one could imagine. 
The next moment it was a smok- 
ing ruin. 

We had seen and heard no 
planes. It was not until we 
stopped our car and leaped out

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headquarters that we visited today 
was cleverly hidden among. the 
trees,' Officers and men lived un- 
derground in shelters spaded from 
the soft yellow earth. 

A friendly private led me down 
into a hole six feet deep and 10 
feet square, roofed with a pro- 
tective layer of logs and earth 
and. well camouflaged with green- 
ery. Blankets spread on straw 
provided a dry comfortable bed 
while:a minor luxury was a tiny 
electric light powered from bat- 
teries in another part of camp. 

Later we visited the camp’s rec- 
reation room—a big, stibeurface 
shelter lined with pictures of Lenin | 
and Stalin and printed slogans. 
Uniformed men sat about reading 
and playing chess. A surprising 
feature was a piano. A soldier 
played it while another harmonized 
on an accordion, 


The division commander greeted 
us warmly in his simple dugout, 
and led us to the dining tent, 
where our meal deserves mention 
considering the fact that it was 
served within range of German 
guns. Elaborate preparations had 
been made for us. A bower of 
wild flowers formed the entrance 
to the tent. Inside a repast was 
laid out on a long table which 
would have done credit to a first- 
class hotel. An officer told me 
with pride that it all came from 
the officers’ stores. 

The meal started with caviar 
and ended with champagne. Were 
it not for the steady thudding of 
artillery I could never have be- 
lieved we were at the front, The 
commanding officer proposed a 
toast:

OPM Director Says Any Criticism 
Should Be Directed at Him, 
Not Roosevelt, : 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Sept.

“I am responsible.for the labor 
policies of this administration,” the 
associate director of the.

(CIO) convention yesterday. 

“President Roosevelt placed me 
in charge of labor policies when 
he appointed me to the OPM,” he 
said, “and since then I have not 
been turned down by the President 
even once on-any matter pertain-

‘PRICE CONTROL 
IN A FREE COUNTRY) 
VERYONE knows that prices 


cannot be kept in balance if 
farm prices and wage rates run 


|wild. Yet it is evident that it is 


one thing to fix the price of manu- 
factured goods and of raw mate- 
rials which are produced by cor- 
porations and it is another thing 
to fix the wages of employes and 
the prices paid to farmers. The 
Government can regulate corporate 
property. But when the Govern- 
ment is called upon to regulate the 
labor of individual men, be they 
wage earners or farmers, there aré 
human and political elements in 
the problem which require a dif- 
ferent approach. It is as impos- 
sible as it is wrong to regard the 
personal labor of the individual as 
if it were a mere commodity and 
this in the last analysis is the rea- 
son why our efforts to prevent in- 
flation are so hesitant and so in- 
complete. 


ECESSARY as it is to keep 

wage rates and farm prices in 
balance with the rest of the. econ- 
omy, the means available to ac- 
complish this result must, because 
of the elementary and irreducible 
human element involved, be dif- 
ferent. Where inanimate things 
are concerned, the Government can 
if necessary control the price by 
requisitioning the whole supply 
and then rationing it. But ob- 
viously the Government cannot 
dream of conscripting the whole 


tion of the United States and then 
ordering everyone to work at a 
fixed wage and a fixed price, That 
has been possible in Germany, at 
least for the wage-earners and to a 
somewhat lesser degree for the 
farmers. But it has not been pos- 
sible in Britain and it certainly is 
not possible here. 

Thus we must surely recognize 
fully the necessity of keeping all 
prices in balance. Congress ought 
to set this up as the goal of the 
national policy. But we shall do 
well to base our. measures to 
achieve the goal on the realization 
that, whereas commodities can be 
regulated by lawful compulsion if 
it is supported by public sentiment, 
the control of wage rates and on 
the whole of farm prices depends 
largely upon the consent of those 
concerned and the..conviction of 
the general public. 

o * « 

UST because farm prices and 

wage rates are the most diffi- 
cult part of the problem, the ad- 
ministration and Congress have 
turned their attention to what is 
relatively the easiest part of the 
problem—namely the control of 
the price of raw materials and 
manufactured goods. This is not 
only unsound for the reasons which 
have been stated by Mr. Baruch 
and so many other students of the 
question, but from the point of 
view of statesmanship and of prac- 
tical politics it is the wrong ap- 
proach, It will be a grave mistake 
to pass a law which promises the 
farmers and wage-earners’ that 
their costs of. living will not rise 
and then when the promise is not 
fulfilled—largely because farm 
prices and wage rates have run 
wild—to let the odium fall upon 
the Government and upon business 
men. 
The right approach is the re- 
verse: that is to say, to reach a 
voluntary national understanding 
with organized labor and with the 
organized farmers that they can 
be and that they will be protected 
against substantial losses only if 
they do not seek special gains, 
and then to use the compulsory 
regulation of industrial commodi- 
ties as the means of enforcing and 


ing to labor.”

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There is no question that, if President 
asks Congress'to modify the Neutrality Act to permit 
the arming of American merchant ships, as he an- 
nounced yesterday he would do, the modification will 
be granted. : 

When Congress, after long deliberation and ex- 

tended public hearings, passed the Lease-Lend Act, 
it inferentially sanctioned the steps that have been 
taken since to protect American cargoes in the 
Atlantic. Under this act, the United States under- 
took to furnish supplies of all kinds to the nations 
which are resisting Hitlerism—to become the arsenal 
of democracy. Seven billion dollars have heen ap- 
‘propriated for this purpose and Congress is now 
considering an appropriation of six billions more. 
It always has been idle to suppose that we would 
spend all this money, turn our industries into the 
making of munitions and our farms into the pro- 
duction of foodstuffs needed abroad, only to see the 
munitions, goods and food lie on the docks or, after 
being loaded in ships, sent to the bottom of the sea 
‘by German raiders and submarines. 

So, to make the lease-lend policy effective, the 

President has instituted the patrol system in the 
Atlantic to protect our cargoes, has issued his shoot- 
to-kill order against German raiders and submarines 
in defensive waters and now is considering the arm- 
ing of merchantmen. The whole argument against 
Atlantic patrols and convoys collapsed with the 
passage by the people’s elected representatives of 
the Lease-Lend Act. Therefore, the President's 
latest proposal is little more than a formality. 
Hanson W. Baldwin, military expert of the New 
York Times, says, “The United States navy is at 
war.” That is a realistic statement. Of course, our 
navy is at war. It is undertaking to protect the 
shipment of all sorts of supplies to belligerents 
through what we call defensive waters but partly 
also through what Hitler considers war zones, and 
it has orders to shoot if molested. This being the 
case, why quibble about the steps necessary to con- 
duct these supplies safely and quickly? Why raise 
hair-splitting arguments against what is an accom- 
plished fact? . 
It is plain as a pikestaff that President Roosevelt, 
with the full consent of Congress, has undertaken 
to arm and provision all the enemies of Hitler. It 
is plain as a pikestaff that the country is going to 
do this in the vigorous, thoroughgoing way typical 
of Americans—and, certainly Congress, which gave 
its approval to the Lease-Lend Act, will also give its 
approval to anything that is necessary to make the 
Lease-Lend Act work.

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THOSE VACANT JUDGESHIPS. 

The need for an additional Federal judgeship for 
the Hastern District of Missouri was made crystal 
clear by Harry P. Chandler, director of the Admin- 
istrative Office of United States Courts, in his an- 
nual report to the Judicial Conference of Senior 
Court Judges, over which Chief Justice Stone pre- 
sides, | 

Mr. Chandler’s statistics show that this district, 
which now has the services of Judges Charles B. 
Davis and George H. Moore and the part-time serv- 
ice of Judge John Caskie Collet, has been literally 
flooded with condemnation cases. Of the 758 civil 
cases filed in the district last year, 357, or almost 
half, were condemnation suits. Criminal cases, other 
civil suits and the time-consuming administration 
of four railroad reorganizations already occupied so 
much of the Court’s time that it could make no head- 
way against this accumulation. 

As Mr..Chandler reported: 


The Court has continued to lose ground dur- 
ing the last year and the present flood of con- 
demnation cases threatens to increase time for 
reaching trial materially if additional judicial 
help is not provided. 


This ‘help is half provided. That is, a bill creating 
a third judgeship in the district passed the House 
several months ago. It now reposes in the Senate 
Juditiary Committee and undoubtedly will be re- 
ported out and passed as soon as Senators Clark and 
Truman ask for action. Theywsay that personal dif- 
ferences over possible nominees are not involved, 
and yet the fact remains that they have not agreed 
publicly on recommendations to the Attorney Gen- 
eral and President Roosevelt. 
There is even less excuse for the long standing 
vacancy on the Federal Court of Appeals for the 
Eighth Circuit, which includes Missouri. Here the 
judgeship awaits only the appointment of a Judge. 
The seat is unfilled after more than a year because 
Mr, Roosevelt has chosen no one for it, Predom- 
inance of’ Missouri litigation means that Missouri 
law is applied in a large number of cases, Thus, a 
Missouri-trained Judge would be better equipped, 
other things being equal, than a Judge from one of 
the other states in the circuit. Whatever plans the 
President may now have for this judgeship, it is 
almost certain that it would have gone to Missouri 
& year ago if the Senators from this State had gone 
to the White House in joint support of a list. of quali- 
fied candidates for the guidance of the President. 
But this is not all. There are vacancies in other 
Federal Courts which should be filled, When Mr. 
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MR. MORGENTHAU’S STATEMENT. 

“No business, no American, should make inor- 
dinate and excessive profits out of this national 
emergency.” That has been one of the administra- 
tion’s guiding principles, and Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Morgenthau has been especially interested in 
seeing that it applies to business as well as to in- 
dividuals. 

He evidenced that interest again yesterday when 
he said it was his own personal philosophy that all 
corporations should be satisfied if, in these times, 
they earned “6 per cent on each dollar actually put 
into the business,” and urged much stiffer -excess 
profit taxes. 

Mr. Morgenthau has expressed before his belief 
that the present system of computing excess prof- 
its lets many corporations off too easily. Both he 
and the President have criticised the average-earn- 
ing formula, which exempts a corporation from all 
excess profits levies if its income is less than 95 per 
cent of its average earnings from 1936 to 1939. Un- 
doubtedly it affords, for businesses with high earn- 
ings in 1936-39, an escape from excess profit taxes. 

The alternative method, of allowing a corporation 
8 per cent return on its invested capital before sub- 


Here others find a loophole. Some heavily capital- 
ized businesses, which showed small profits during 
1936-39, have benefitted handsomely from the defense 
program, but have paid little or no excess profits pen- 
alty. Thus, U. S. Steel paid no excess profits tax 
for 1940, though it earned in that year, thanks in 
ho small measure to the defense program, over 
$100,000,000 more than in 1939, 

The entire excess profit tax system, if not the 
entire tax structure, needs overhauling. There were 
many intimations, when the last tax bill was before 
Congress, that this would be done. The sooner the 
better. One of ‘the seeming injustices that demands

It will be difficult to draw up a bill that insures 
equity for all firms without undue hardship to any, 
but it is only fair, in view of the sacrifice individual 
taxpayers are willingly making, that the contribu- 
tion of business to the Treasury should re-examined. 
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' ROBERT L. MOOK WINS HIS -FIGHT. 

The political ouster of Robert L. Mook of Leas- 
burg, Mo., as president of the Crawford Electric 
Co-operative, Inc.—the REA-sponsored local agency 
for extending the benefits of electricity in the Bour- 
bon-Steelville area—backfired in a big way. 

Mr. Mook is in a stronger position now than he 
was before the anti-Mook faction “unseated” him last 
Saturday. He presented his case, and that means 
his policy of opening up the co-operative to those 
for whom its benefits are intended, to the member- 
ship when it turned out Tuesday to elect a new 
board of directors, as required by the REA. Nine- 
teen hundred members participated in a spirited elec- 
tion, with the result that seven of the nine directors 
are supporters of Mr. Mook’s policy. 

This is both vindication for Mr. Mook, who has 
given much time to the movement to spread electric 
power through the Ozarks, and a rebuke to those 
who would intrude politics into a cause so worthy. 
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ALDERMAN ALBANESE’S SAFETY SUGGESTION. 

Alderman Albanese, chairman of the aldermanic 
Traffic Committee, at Mayor Becker’s request in- 
troduced the bill to reduce the Express Highway 
speed limit from 45 to 40 miles an hour, but now 
has expressed opposition to the measure. It required 
only a few trips on the highway to demonstrate to 
Mr. Albanese’s satisfaction that a lower speed limit 
won't reduce the number of accidents, just as many 
other citizens have been convinced. They will agree 
with the Alderman that strict enforcement of the 
present speed limit is a better approach than re- 
stricting the usefulness of a thoroughfare built for 
rapid mass traffic, 
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MAYOR BECKER’S RIVERFRONT PARKING PLAN. 

Every local and visiting motorist knows by trying - 
experience that parking facilities in downtown St. 
Louis are hopelessly inadequate. This condition is 
a major cause of traffic congestion and contributes 
to the decline of the central district. Mayor Becker 
therefore takes a progessive step in announcing his 
intention of naming a committee to make a care- 
ful study into possible deyelopment of underground 
parking and terminal facilities at the Jefferson 
Memorial site. 

The space available, 80 acres, is large enough for 
thousands of cars, also for transportation terminals 
that would be a great convenience for commuters 
and would help relieve the congestion caused by 
street cars, busses and service cars making their 
loops on downtown streets, San Francisco just now 
is developing a four-story garage beneath Union 
Square, which occupies a block in its downtown sec- 
tion, When parking fees have paid the cost of con- 
struction, which is being financed in part by a 
Federal loan, the garage will become public property. 
The plan adopted there suggests what could be done 
with the larger space available here. 

The handicap of its narrow, crowded downtown 
streets is something St. Louis must overcome if it ig 
to grow and prosper. Mayor Becker’s suggestion is a 
move in this direction, and also toward making 
practical use of the large riverfront park area. 
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THE BAR ON SCHOOL VACCINATIONS. 

Vaccination has been so universally accepted, 
since its discovery by Jenner in 1796, as a preventive 
of smallpox that it is startling to learn that so-many 
children in the St. Louis public schools have not 
received this-important health protection. Whether 
the immunized children number 60 per cent or 70 
to 75 per cent, as was variously stated at an Instruc- 
tion Committee meeting Tuesday night, the ratio is 
far too small. “~~ 

This failure to obtain complete protection is laid 
to the fact that vaccination in the public schools is 
not permitted, although the system maintains 18 
full-time school physicians, Vaccination is supposed 
to be compulsory for students, but it must be done 
by a private physician or at a city clinic, It is a 
curious rule, which seems devoid of purpose and has 
proved a public health handicap.

Transport Is Need- 
ed to Speed Indus-

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25. 
N all the growing overhead con- 
trol for the purposes of speed- 
ing up industrial mobilization, 
who is charged with making the 
maximum and quickest use — of 
transportation? -It is impossible 
to avoid superlatives in dealing 


with this subject. On the surface: 


they may seem to be exaggera- 
tions but they are not. 

Take the case of a ship loaded 
with war supplies for England. 
There are plenty of most kinds of 
supplies, The trick is to get them 
overseas. Jf the turnaround (time 


consumed in loading, unloading and 


round trip) of that ship is cut in 
half, it is not hard to see that 
what you are doing is just doubling 
both the rate and the amount of 
supply. No amount of jumping up 
and down and yelling about the 


need for increased factory effort 


would be half as effective as a suc- 
the 
speed of transportation both here 
and abroad. We found that out 
during World War No. 1, when 
we cut in‘half the turnaround time 
of trans-Atlantic ships—transports 
and freighters., If it hadn't been 


done we could hardly have made“ 


half the effort we did. It wads 
done by a variety of devices the 
best of which was increasing the 
speed of loading and unloading 
both by mechanical devices and 


fbettered organization and unre- 


lenting drive and effort.

years old, retired Methodist Church 
leader for more than half a cen- 
tury, died at his home here today.

He was a cir- 
cuit rider, elder, editor, author, col- 
lege president and university chan- 
cellor.

Bishop Candler was largely re-

tion. 

Bishop Candler came into nation-

TELLS JURY SHOOTING 
OF WIFE WAS ACCIDENT 


Clyde Lusk, on Trial for -Mur- 
der, Says Gun Went Off 
in * Struggle. 


Clyde Lusk, 36-year-old cement 
worker charged with the murder 
of his wife, Leona, took the stand 
today in Circuit Judge WNolte’s 
court in Clayton and asserted. the 
shooting was an accident. 

Lusk statéd the shotgun went 
off while he and his wife were 
struggling for possession of it. 
He denied making statements ..to 
deputy sheriffs, after the shooting, 
in which he admitted shooting his 
wife following a domestic quarrel. 
Lusk claimed the deputies beat 
him with a hose and kicked him, 
and did not put. dewn in the state- 
ment what he actually said. 

“My wife left 12 days before 
May 8,” he testified, “and when 
my boy and I went to see her at 
the tavern where she worked 
that night I pleaded with her ‘to 
tell the boy that the separation 
was not all my fault—that it was 
partly hers.” 

Continued Quarrel at Home. 
After leaving the tavern in. the 
2100 block of Cherokee street, he 
related, they went to their home 
at 137 Kaiser avenue, Lemay, 
where the quarrel was. resumed. 
Lusk said that when he insisted 
his wife tell the boy the separation 
was partiy her fault, she became 
angry, grabbed a shotgun from the 
wall, and in a struggle over the 
gun it went. off and shot her in 
the right side. 

“As she fell I said, ‘Honey, it 
isn’t my fault; it’s all yours, isn’t 
it?’ But she didn’t answer and I 
guess she was dead,” Lusk® told 
the jury. 

Yesterday Charlies Lusk, 16 
years old, was the chief witness 
against his father. The father lis- 
tened impassively while his son 
calmly related the details of the 
quarrel and the shooting which 
he insisted could not have been 
accidental. 


“My father grabbed a shotgun 
from a corner of the room,” the 


boy testified, “but mother ‘lunged 
and caught the barrel. ‘I got out 
of bed and grabbed the gun also, 


but my father knocked my mother | 


down and pushed me away. She 
ran out. of the room and he 
chased her. 

“As she got to the screen door, 
my father,.who had tripped, got 


to one knee, fired and shot her inj 


the right side of the »back.* As he 
picked her up-he said to me, ‘Son, 
take that gun and shoot me. I 
killed your mother but she. de- 
served it.’” 

Two Stories of Shooting. 

At the first Coroner’s inquest, 
young Lusk testified. his mother 
was shot while she and his father 
struggled for possession of the 
shotgun. Later,. after his con- 


l science bothered him, he told an 


uncle the other story of the shoot- 
ing, and at a second inquest the 
father was held on a charge of 
homicide. 

Questioned by defense lawyers 
as to the change in his testi- 
mony, young Lusk said that at 
first he was trying to help his fa- 
ther but later realized he had to 
tell the truth. 


DEALERS FORECAST SCARCITY

Half Billion Gallons on Hand; Ken- 
tucky, Illinois and Indiana 
Principal Producers, 


A scarcity of anti-freeze solution 
early: next year was predicted to- 
day by ‘local jobbers and filling 
station operators, The important 
constituents of the anti-freeze so- 
lution were absorbed in national

Filling station operators in the 
St. Louis area, most of whom are

TEAK and kidney pie is tradi- 

tionally an English dish but it 

would be well for Americans if 
they, too, would adopt this dish 
as a favorite. The reason? It is 
a rich source of protein, phosphor- 
ous, vitamin A, Bl or thiamin, B2 
or riboflavin and G. That should 
be a good enough recommendation. 
Also, the dish has eye and palate 
appeal with a rich brown crust and 
the unusual kidney flavor blended 
with well-known steak, potatoes 
and onions. 


Steak and Pie. 

One beef kidney, one-fourth cup 
bacon drippings or other fat, two 
tablespoons salt, one-fourth pound 
smal] white onions (10), one pound 
ground round steak or chuck, one 
pound diced peeled potatoes, plain 
pastry. 

Remove core and split kidneys. 
Soak one-half hour in one quart 
water to which two tablespoons 
vinegar have been added; then 
drain, dice and saute until slight- 
ly browned in two tablespoons of 
the fat. Barely cover with water, 
add one teaspoon salt and simmer 
slowly until tender, about 45 min- 
utes. Add water from time to time 
as needed to keep covered with 
liquid. Cut onions in halves or 
quarters and saute in remaining 
fat until slightly browned; add 
ground meat and rest of salt and 
continue cooking over moderate 
heat, stirring frequently, for 20 
minutes, or until meat is nicely 
browned.

A cathartic simply stirs the process 
up, ruptures the appendix and 
starts a peritonitis, It is hard to 
resist the temptation to take a 
cathartic because you feel as if 
everything would be all right if 
you could just get things moving. 
But resist it. If it simply is indi- 
gestion, things will soon begin to 
move anyhow. If you are far out 
on the prairie away from a doc- 
tor, just do nothing for several 
hours. Cases of acute appendicitis 
subside if they are left strictly 
alone.

ACTUALLY the number of deaths 
from appendicitis itself is relative- 
ly small. The high mortality is 
due to the complication of spread- 
ing peritonitis following a perfo- 
rated appendix. It has been esti- 
mated that more than 80 per cent 
of the deaths from appendicitis are 
caused by this complication. 

The immediate path for further 
gains lies in continuing to empha- 
size to the public the importance 
of prompt hospitalization, and 
avoiding the use of laxatives in 
the presence of abdominal pain.

What he ac- 
tually was doing was attacking de- 
clarer’s trump strength in an-effort 
to prevent declarer from ruffing 
any of dummy’s worthless cards, 


The club queen won the second 
trick, and declarer properly took 
the heart finesse up to his king. 
East went right up with the ace 
and followed his partner’s direc- 
tion by leading a second trump. 
Declarer now cross-ruffed the hand 
as far as possible, but, with only 
one trump left in his own hand, 
could not reach his 10-trick goal. 
He rid his own hand of the spade 
queen and was able to ruff a spade 
with the club ace, but this still left 
dummy’s fourth spade as a loser 
and, in all, declarer lost three 
spade tricks and one heart. 


Now let us follow the play if 
West had not been so shrewd as to 
shift to a club at the second trick. 
Let us suppose he had made the 
“normal” continuation of the spade 
ace and nine spot. Declarer would 
ruff, cash the ace of diamonds, and 
ruff a diamond, then lead a heart. 
East would take the ace, but no 
return would embarrass declarer. A 
club return would be won with the 
king. The heart king would be 
cashed ‘and a heart ruffed. De- 
clarer then would ruff dummy’s 
last spade with his club ace, and 
dummy would be left with nothing 
but trumps,

Complaints 


HEN children come home 
with a complaint against 
their teachers or playmates, 
wait a little before deciding that 
the teachers and the playmates 
ought to be excluded from decent 
society. Don’t be in a hurry to do 
anything about it, or to say much 
beyond, “Well, that is too bad.” 

If the story is founded on fact 
there will be time enough for you 
to adjust things. Situations that 
bring serious difficulties upon you 
and the chidren do not vanish 
overnight. The delay willgive you 
time to think clearly, and decide 
calmly upon your course. It will 
do something else quite as impor- 
tant. It will allow the child who 
brought home the complaint time 
to cool off so that his mind and 
not ‘his imagination can tell the 
story. 

Only those who work with chil- 
dren and adolescents know how 
imagination can color stories. 
What reality a wish can give to 
something that does not exist. 
What strength hysteria can put 
into an otherwise feeble idea. 
Wait and say nothing until the 
child hag slept over the happen- 
ing. Then ask him, casually as 
possible, what it was he said yes- 
terday. Don’t be surprised if he 
tells you a different story, or wipes 
the whole thing out with a gesture. 
That often happens; and when it 
does just forget it. . 
Don't take an excited child's 
story on the surface value he gives 
it. Don’t rush to school and 
shout, “My child never tells a lie.” 
You don’t know your child if you 
say that for what you are calling 
a lie is usually an impression and 
a reflection of the child’s imagina- 
tion. If there ig a grain of fact 
in the story he usually has colored 
it well. Complaints are rarely bare, 
hard fact. 

Wait; go slowly; doubt until you 
investigate and, above all, don’t tell 
the world about it. It is often 
most embarrassing to explain your 


mistake if a mistake hag occurred, 
Better say nothing until you have 
gotten to the root of the matter 
and cleared it up.

Those chiefly associated with the 
preparation of the “breeches” Bible 
were William Whittingham, broth- 
er-in-law of John Calvin, Anthony 
Gilby, and Thomas Sampson, mem- 
bers of the Church of England 
that had been established by Henry 
VIII; they had been exiled by 
Queen (“Bloody”) Mary, an ardent 
Catholic. 

Settling in Geneva, Switzerland, 
the group, which included the 
Scotch theologian and historian 
John Knox, and the founder of 
Calvinism, John Calvin published 
at the expense of the congregation 
what was at first known as the 
Geneva Bible. 

This Bible it was. that came to be 
popularly called the “breeches” 
Bible, the sobriquet arising from 
the fact that in it Genesis 3:7 was 
rendered: 

“And the eyes of them bothe 
were opened, and they knew that 
they were naked; and they sewed 
figge-tree leaves together and made 
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
